One of the girls with her dress in a 
blaze Jumped out of a s»all window into 
the stairs leading to &« stage and then 
down the Blairs. A flaming torch she 
was, as she almost fell down the stairs 
and rushed Into the groups of children 
standing in the wings. They were all 
clad like her, in fancy costumes of cot- 
ton, lace and silk, and the fire spread 
with incredible rapidity from one to the 
other. 


The children were panic stricken and 


rushed this and that way, screaming 
.with pain. Only a few minutes and then 
four of them sank to the floor d*ad. 
Others fell, too, but they still lived, suf- 
fering excruciating agony until relieved 
.by death.

London, Dec. 23.—The Dally News see* 


immense significance In the fact that 
Lord Roberts has appointed on his staff 
Lieutenant Colonel Henderson, author of 
a life of General Stonewall Jackson, the 
Confederate leader, and a man who has 
closeZy studied the history of the Ameri- 
can Civil waf, especially as he has not 
served under Lord Roberts before and 
Is but little known to him personally. 
The appointment is regarded by The 
Daily News as proving Lord Roberts' 
belief that what is wanted in the war in 
South Africa Is a strict application of 
Jackson's principles. It also connects 
the appointment with a rumor that Gen- 
eral Joubert served under General Stone- 
wall ackson. 


A. Cape Town dispatch, dated Dec. 17, 


reports that Commandant Diedericks 
of the Boer forces was killed in a recent 
engagement, but no details are given. 
Advices from Naauw Foort deserlbs 
everything as quiet there, and the only 
fresh news from Arundel concerns the 
weather, which is excessively hot. 


A dispatch to The Daily Mall from 


Chieveley, dated Dec. 17, estimates the 
easualtiea in General Buller's repulse 
as 1150, including 332 sussing. 
It an- 


nounces that "a portton of the British 
troops have returned to Frera." 


The Chieveley correspondent of The 


Standard, who attributes the whole dis- 
aster involved in General Buller's re- 
pulse to the mistake of Colonel Long in 
taking the artillery too close to the 
river, says: 
"Colonel Long fired" for 


90 minutes, simply exhausting his am- 
munition." 


Owing to the gravity of the situation, 


the war officials will not remit their 
duties during the Christmas holidays. 


The war office has issued an ohicicvi 


warning against British subjects or for- 
eigners in British territory trading with 
of supplying the Boer republic either 
directly or indirectly with any kind of 
merchandise whatsoever. 
This, is re- 


garded as showing that the government 
has good evidence of the existence of 
such traffic, and that even some Eng- 
Jish firms have been supplying the 
enemy, 
perhaps 
unintentionally, 


through foreign consignees. 


It is announced that two battalions of 


the guards will be included in the eighth 
division. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Times, under date of Dec. 17, says: "The 
Boer fighting line Is very thin, and a 
single British success might crumble 
it completely. 
The real danger, how- 


ever, is not the military situation, but 
the likelihood of a Dutch rebellion, 
which would make the area of war so 
vast that an additional 50,000 men would 
be easily swallowed up in maintaining 
the enormous length of British commu- 
nications," 


Referring to the tardy assistance from 


local forces, the correspondent says: 
"General Buller undoubtedly, at the be- 
ginning, displayed a certain self-suf- 
ficency and unwillingness to accept lo- 
cal advice and assistance, which events 
rapidly modified." 


The following dispatch has been re- 


ceived from Lourenzo Marques, under 
date of Dec. 17, regarding 'VPinston 
Churchill's escape from the Boers: Mr. 
Churchill wrote General Joubert on Dec. 
9 asking to be released on the ground of 
being a war correspondent. General 
Joubert on Dec. 13 replied that Mr. 
Churchill had been detained because he 
had been represented as a combatant as- 
sisting an armored train to escape. He 
added that Mr, Churchill was unknown 
to him personally, but he would accept 
his assurance that he was a non-com- 
batant and would, order his release. The 
order arrived at Pretoria 10 hours after 
Mr. Churchill had escaped, leaving be- 
hind him a letter expressing gratitude 
for the treatment he had received. 


The Lisbon correspondent of The 


Daily Mail, discussing the Boer im- 
portation of food, munitions of war and 
recruits by way of the Portuguese port 
of Lourenzo Marques, says: "Portu- 
gal is undoubtedly doing her utmost to 
check the transit of war materials for 
the Boers thresh Delogoa bay, al- 
though Great Britain would do well to 
make a demand for greater watchful- 
ness. Portugal, however, is in constant 
terror of a Boer raid on her African 
possessions, and cannot stop the pas- 
•age of volunteers for the Transvaal. 


Ready to Fight For Boers. 


I*awrence, Mass., Dec. 23.—The Boer 


sympathizers held another meeting at 
Hibernian hall, which was even more 
largely attended than the first one, sev- 
eral new organizations being represent- 
ed. The session lasted two hours and 
was a secret one. None of the men pres- 
ent would talk for publication, but It is 
known that hundreds of young men have 
offered their services and are ready to 
leave at once for the Transvaal if trans- 
portation can be secured.

New York, Dec. 23.—Tie board of al- 


dermen of New York city yesterday 
adopted a resolution praying that "the 
god of battles" make the Boers success- 
ful In the war against England.

Year Just Drawing to a Close Hat Bean One 


of Remarkable Prosperity. 


New York, Dec. 23.—Bradstreet's says: 


Holiday trade activity Is significant of 
the prosperous conditions underlying 
the general business situation, and re- 
ports, almost without exception, point 
to a volume of business having few, If 
any, parallels In pievious years. 
An- 


other significant feature developed also 
is that the demand for such goods em- 
braces a higher class and a more ex- 
pensive grade of materials, a conclu- 
sion among trade reporters being that a 
larger buying capacity exists now than 
in .any previous year in the countiy'p 
history. 
This favorable condit n, too, 


exists in face of the fact that weathei 
conditions have not altogether favoied 
retail distribution of winter goods, tho 
result being less activity In purely re- 
tail lines than had been looked for, 
though comparisons with one year ago 
are generally favorable. 


Wholesale trade at this season usually 


shows a quieting tendency, but it is 
questionable whether this tendency is 
as marked this year as in former periods 
To the advanced stage of the season 
chiefly, and perhaps, also, to the sen- 
timental effect growing out of stringent 
money conditions in speculative lines, 
may be charged to some of the quietness 
noted. 


Bank clearings for the week, six busi- 


ness days, ending with Thursday, aggre- 
gate $2,221,933,940, a total far In excess 
of any preceding weekly total ever re- 
ported. 


Prices generally have shown excep- 


tional strength, the great majority of 
staple quotations remaining unchanged 
as a result of the week's operations. 
As exceptions ta this might be in- 
stanced flour, pork, Ooffee and lead, 
which are higher, while copper, cotton 
and tin are lower. 


War news and tight money combined 


caused a slump early In the week in 
cotton, but the close found prices of the 
actual staple, spot cotton, .only slightly 
below the opening. There are evidences 
that foreign buyers covered heavily at 
the decline. A contrary movement in 
•wheat was noted early In the week, 
due mainly to the influence of possible 
International complications upon the 
minds of foreigners, which caused a 
spurt in values, nearly all of which, 
however, was lost later on by realizing. 


Iron and steel have displayed sea- 


sonable quiet as regards new business, 
but in the manufacturing branch of the 
trade activity is unsurpassed, feeling 
the impetus given by orders previously 
booked. 


Strength in manufactured textiles Is 


still a notable feature, and considerable 
business has been done this week on 
spring account. 
A further slight gain 


in quotations of the finer grades of wool 
is noted, and the heavy weight season 
for men's -wear woolens will open at a 
substantial advance. 


Lumber shows seasonable quietness, 


but the open nature of the season has 
resulted in a longer period of activity 
than earlier expected. 


In industrial fcaes generally, activity 


is a feature. Advances In wages of ex- 
tile mill employes have followed close 
upon increases m prices of products, and 
a number of mills north and south are 
reported running night Stnd day. 


Business failures are fewer than or- 


dinary at this season, although the ex- 
ceptional money conditions have caused 
some few heavy embarrassments, and 
the ensuing liabilities will swell the 
month's totals considerably. 
The total 


number of embarrassments this week is 
211, as compared with 212 in this week 
n year ago, and 280 In 1897.

Boston, Dec. 23.—First of the import- 


ant happenings of yesterday, after the 
news of tSs closing of the Globe National 
bank, was the following announcement, 
made about 10 o'cloek: 
"That there 


may be as little inconvenience as pos- 
Bible to the depositors of the Globe Na- 
tional bank and others, tha National 
Shawmut bank offers to advance to all 
depositors in the Globe bank against 
their deposits, 60 percent of the net 
amount of same." 


This action is at'ttnce a guarantee of 


the confidence of the%nawmut, which 
is one of the strongest banks in Bos- 
ton, in the validity of much of the as- 
sets of the Globe bank, and/ an as- 
surance to the business world that se- 
rious disturbances are unlikely to arias 
from the closing of the Globe, and It 
will also put a check upon alarming 
rumors. 


The 'key of the Tffiole situation is be- 


lieved to be in the action of the Clearing 
House association in issuing $3,600,000 
worth of certificates for temporary re- 
lief. From this amount, it Is under- 
stood, tht Globe bank received $3,000,000 
in cash. Thursday, it is currently re- 
ported, the clearing house committee de- 
clined to give thp Globe bank further 
-Assistance, and toHhls' fact is attributed 
the quick a'ppointment of a receiver. 
There is gome interest in the value of the 
$4,500,000 worth of collateral turned over 
to the clearing house by the Globe bank, 
and whether the latter's failure has im- 
paired that value. Officially nothing 
will be said at present about the deal- 
Ings of the Globe bank with the clearing 
bouse, and if the securities held by ths 
latter have depreciated below the mar- 
gin of safety, the individual banks will 
have to bear the loss pro rata. 


The loan of the $3,000,000 to the Globs 


tank relieved the financial tension on 
numerous brokers and bankers. Firms 
that had thousands on deposit when the 
Globe bank first showed evidence of 
trouble have since withdrawn their ac- 
counts, and the money paid out came 
from that clearing houss loan. The bank 
paid out from its deposits during the past 
month $!,042,000. On May 6 the amount 
in the bank reached $10,175,000, and the 
average for months was between $8,000,- 
000 and" $9,000,000 up to tha time of the 
recent troubles. 


Three-fourths of the bank's stock, or 


1750,000, is held by Massachusetts sav- 
ings banks, all of which ar* good for 
the 100 percent liability imposed by law 
upon individual stockholders. 


In the market itself, the usual mirror 


of the ups and downs of finances, hardly 
a good-sized ripple was created. To be 
cure, stocks went down, but Boston 
brokers claimed that quotations here fol- 
lowed New York. As for coppers, which 
class, of stocks are charged with turning 
Boston topsy turvy, they did not slump 
away as predicted, their weakness hardly 
touching the low-priced ones, and being 
on an average scarcely more noticeable 
than for weeks past. 


The Broadway National bank's affairs 


would have been lost sight of for the time 
being had not the creditors of the Squire 
company, the fortunes of which are 
mingled with those of the bank, met to 
outline their plans and to form a com- 
mittee of action. Some demand for ready 
cash was made on the market here by a 
Portland bank, en which a run was 
made, but it did not disturb conditions. 


The next influential factor is expected 


to be contained in Receiver Wing's re- 
port on the Broadway bank. For both 
the latter bank and the Globe, ii is con- 
fidently said, that the crash will not be 
nearly as hard as pictured, and the out- 
look for creditors is reassuring. 


Receiver Wing and the clerks in the 


bank continued at work on the Globe 
bank's books until a late hour last night, 
and messages were frequently exchanged 
with Comptroller Dawes at Washington. 
The result of the day's work seemed to 
Indicate that the bank's assets would be 
nearly sufficient to pay the depositors in 
full, but the receiver saw little hope of 
•aving the capital or surplus of the bank. 


Not a failure was announced when the 


stock exchange closed, and, best of all, 
'money seemed easy.

CHRISTMAS DAY HINTS. 
n 


By Louis Role. 


The approaching Christmas dinner 


he the first served by many an 


American housewife who may read this 
column. To her the meal is looked for- 
ward to with apprehension if not with 
dread. InJ;he past she has been but a 
guest or a dutiful daughter at some ' 
ether board. Now she is to preside over 
her own. She desires to do all that shecan 
and all that her mother and friends 
have done to make the festival dinner 
a great success. In this she probably is 
making a mistake and as a result will 
overload her table, overexert herself, 
and perhaps destroy the pleasure of 
the occasion for all. 


The American woman as a rule tries to 


flo too much, not because she desires to 
do so in all cases, but because too much 
is expected of her. She must be wife, 
mother, teacher, cook, chambermaid 
and hostess in many cases, and in these 
. later days is expected to be a club wo- 
man and whist expert as well. She at- 
tends a dinner given by some more 
wealthy person, and goes home to fret 
and worry as she plans how she can 
equal it. It is against tfcis ambition to 
outdo others that I wish to protest A 
plain dinner served with taste and 
graced by a smiling woman who is not 
fagged out and nearly tired to death is 
far preferable to an overloaded table 
that palls by its congested condition 
and is not accompanied by a cheery hos- 
pitality. 


Now my young friend, let us build 


your Christmas dinner on simple lines, 
have a bill of fare that you know you 
are equal to preparing1 without too 
much fatigue, and let you* easy grace 
and pleasing smile serve as a sauce. You 
should wish to pl*ase your guests, not 
to stuff them, to satisfy their appetites, 
not to overload their stomachs. A good 
soup, followed by fish, a roast and des- 
sert is enough. 


With such a dinner you may give 


plenty of time to a simple decoration of 
the table and the preparation of a few 
dainty salads and side dishes that will 
make the meal the equal of a banquet. 
To elaborate this plan a little let me 
suggest that it is easy to overdo the 
decorations and make them v Imost vul- 
gar. A handsome vasje with appropri- 
ate flowers and a few frprays of vine on 
the cloth is enough In the flower line, 
for your glass and silver ware will com- 
plete the setting. 


Have the soup good, but not heavy nor 


too rich. A rich, thick soup destroys the 
appetite, while a light soup lays the 
foundation for a good dinner. 


The fish also should be so cooked as 


to be appetizing, a second step up th« 
ladder leading to the feature of the din- 
ner, the roast. With these two courses 
out of the way you can proceed with 
confidence. Whether you follow with 
turkey, gaose or the reliable English 
Christmas roast of beef and subsequent 
plum pudding your nervousness has 
gone and your guests are now at home 
at your table—the bonds of fellowship 
are established. 


To make your dinner doubly attrac- 


tive secure from the hothouse growep or 
from the market the rarest of green 
stuffs that can be obtained at a reasona- 
ble price. Celery you will have, of 
course, but you should add lettuce, rad- 
ishes and cucumbers as well. A few 
years ago these out-of-season delica- 
cies could not have been obtained at any 
price, now they are comparatively cheap 
and obtainable In any first class mar- 
ket at this time of the year. The fact 
that they are out of season adds to their 
desirability for your Christmas spread. 


Instead of the conventional chicken 


pie to be served as an entree with the 
roast I suggest a sweetbread pie. It is 
just as easily made and will add a nov- 
elty to the meal. Blanch the sweet- 
breads as for cooking In other ways and 
carefully pick them apart, into small 
bits, removing all the membranes. Cook 
two tablespoonfuls of flour in one of 
butter, and add gradually one and one- 
half cups of cream; season with salt and 
pepper, a few grains of cayenne, a half 
dozen mushrooms and two tablespoon- 
fuls of strained tomato. Put the sweet- 
treads and sauce Into a deep dish, cov- 
er with a rich crust, make a hole In the 
center and ornament the edges with 
fancy cuts of paste. Bake half an; hour. 
Beat one egg, add half a cap of hot 
cream and pour into the opening In th» 
crust just before removing from the 
oven.

and onion chopped fine, and some yolk of 
egg well beaten; dip them first In the , 
egg, then in the seasoned bread crumbs. 
Fry them with a small piece of lard un- 
til a light brown, turning them often. 
After they are taken up, sprinkle a lit- 
tle flour In the gravy, give it one boil 
up, and pour over them In the dish.

f FOR VERT YOUNG CHILDREN. 


By Christine Terhune Herirck. 


(Continued from last week.) 


Surely there is sufficient opportunity 


for variety in a youag child's diet to 
preclude the necessity for feeding him 
with fooii, inconvenient for him. After 
he has passed the age at which the re- 
striction to a milk diet is relaxed, there 
is plenty of food thai can safely bs giv- 
en without trespassing on forbidden 
ground'. Evan bef ore h* has been weaned 
the milk may be supplemented by the 
yolk of a soft-boiled egg or a little beef- 
juice. This may be given a» early as ten 
month*, and after the child1 la weaned 
cereals may b& fed to him, as haa been 
already! stated in these columns. When 
he IB a year old the meals may be brought 
down to five, and after a while, to four a 
day. 


For his breakfast he may have stala 


bread and warm milk. Whole-wtoeat 
bread is better than that made from the 
bolted flour. This meal should be c&ten 
about 7 o'clock, and' may be followed at 
11 by bread! and butter and another cup 
«f milk, or in place of this may be given 
one of the cereals, cooked as previously 
directed. Tie heartiest meal of the day 
should come between one and two, and 
may consist of beef-juice, with or with- 
out oatmeal, more bread and butter and 
a little boiled rice or eimple rice-pud- 
ding. Or he may have a well-baked1 po- 
tato, moistened with beef-juice, and a 
little junket. At 6 o'clock may some his 
supper of bread an d milk, like his break- 
fast, and. if he craves more food late at 
night, he may Jrave a cup of milk, sup- 
plemented by whatever variety of pre- 
pared food h« has been accustomed to. 


WHOLE-WHEAT BREAD. 


Put into a mixine-bowl two cupfuls of 


fresh milk and two of bolting water. Stir 
into it one teaspoonf Ul each of sugar and 
salt, and when the mixture is luke- 
warm, ad-d to it half a yeast-cake, •rthich. 
has been dissolved in a gill of warm 
water. Mix with this a quart of whole- 
wheat flour, and beat for five or elx min- 
utes with a wooden spoon until the bat- 
ter la very light. When It has reached 
this point beat in more Sour. Make as 
soft a dough as you can handle, put it 
on a floured bread-board, and knead for 
ten 
minutes. 
Set to rise 
in 
a 


moderately warm place 
for three 


hours, knead again for flv» min- 
utes, make into small loaves, and set 
to rise once more. It should) swell to 
nearly twice its size before you put it In 
the oven. If th« loaves are email they 
will bake in three-quarters of an houiL 


RICE PUDDING. 


Wash a half cupful of raw rice care- 


fully, and soak it for two hours in a pint 
of warm milk. Keep it at the required 
temperature by putting it at the side of 
the stove in an outer vessel of hot water. 
At the end of the two hours have ready 
a quart of milk to which you have added 
a half teaspoonful of salt and a pinch of 
soda, and pour this upon the soaked 
rice. Turn all into a baking dish, add to 
it a tablespoonful of butter and four ta- 
blespoonfuls of granulated sugar. Cover 
and bake In a slow oven for two hours. 
It ia well to set the j uddlng dish in a 
pan of hot water In th« oven. 


JUNKET. 


Sweeten slightly a pint of milk and 


heat it blood-warm. If the linnet Is 
strong it will need only a single tea« 
spoonful of it to make the junket. There 
are always directions on the outside of 
• the rennet bottles, telling in what pro- 
portion it must be used. Set the bowl 
in which the milk has been put in a 
warm place, and leave it there until It 
is firm. As soon as it reaches this point. 
bet It in a cold place or on the ice. Eat 
With sugar and cream.

Boll a chicken until tender; taVe out 


all the bones and chop the meat very 
fine; season with salt, pepper, and plen- 
ty of butter. Add to the liquor the chick- 
en was boiled in, one cup of .bread 
crumbs, made soft with hot water, and to 
this the chopped, chicken. Wh«n heated, 
take out and press into a basin. Serve 
cold.

Put the trimmings into a snail sauca 
pan with just enough water to keep them 
from burning, and covering closely, let 
them stew a quarter of an hour. Them 
strain the liquor, and h*vine put tha 
mushrooms into a clean sauoe van (on« 
lined with porcelain is best), add tha 
liquid to them with a little nutmeg( 
pepper and salt, and a piece of buttra 
rolled in flour. St«w them fifteen mln-< 
utes, and ju«t before faking them up, 
stir In a little rich cream, or milk wltSs 
the yolk of an egg beaten in. Berv« not. 
While cooking keep covered as closely 
as possible, shaking often to keep from 
Sticking. If th* taste of the mushfoonfj 
only, is desired, after peeling and clean- 
ing them, put them into stew pan with a 
little salt and no water. Set them on 
the stove where they will stew slowljr 
until tender (keep covered), adding to 
them but a little butter rolled in floor( 
or else a little cream.

THE BETRAYAL OP LABOR 


Usually men are calmer after elec- 


tion than they are immediately before 
election and their minds are much more 
open to the truth of argument. There- 
fore, We wish to recur at present to a 
point we Insisted upon before the bal- 
lots were cast last Tuesday. We re- 
peatedly made the claim, that the at- 
tempt to whip labor as a class behind 


1 Mr. Dobson was a serious wrong and 
fraught with serious consequence to 
labor. We did not make, the claim sole- 
ly for campaign purposes. We were 
convinced of the truth of it from the 
beginning and today we ask the work- 
Sngmen of this city to reflect on the 
attempt that was made to use them for 
political purposes only. 
We believe 


that this attempt was a most grievous 
betrayal of labor. 


All Is not fair in politics. There are 


Borne thing too sacred to sacrifice on 
'the altar of a candidate's ambitions, 
and the cause and reputation of labor 
are among these. There is nothing so 
pathetic in all the history of labor's 
struggles as the misery incurred by 
the ambitions or ignorance of those 
who professed to be labor's leaders. 
Not even the hunger and distress of 
great labor wars equal the wrong 
worked by the misguided or ambitious 
men who have at times attained 'to 
high places in labor's councils. Time 
and again public opinion has been out- 
raged by labor trustingly obeying the 
command of foolish or faithless cap- 
tains, and time and again labor has 
been led to defaat because of its loyal 
obedience to leaders who were unfit 
either by incompetence or by some per- 
sonal aim which divided their purposes. 
Here in this city, during the recent 
municipal campaign, we have -had an 
attempt to lead labor against its own 
interests by leaders who should have 
known better and who should have set 
a far higheer price on the confidence 
the ranks of labor reposed in them. 


The municipal league, which months 


ago abandoned the name of "working- 
man's municipal league" as being too 
exclusive to its purposes, named Wil- 
liam Dobson for mayor. The league 
and Mr. Dobson wanted control of the 
city. They were a political combina- 
tion, purely a political combination, 
and in their political ambition repre- 
sented labor no more than they rep- 
resented the hue of every political 
kicker who openly or secretly support- 
ed their combination to capture city 
hall. Mr. Dobson had no fitness for 
the office he aspired to; he was in- 
capable of discussing the most trivial 
public matter on the platform. He 
had no more experience fitting him for 
the office than if he bad attended a 
machine in the mill all bis life, which 
many good, honest workingmen have 
dont. There was no labor issue in the 
campaign—not even the shadow of one 
—and Mr. Dobson could have done no 
more for labor had he been elected 
than he could have done had he been 
chosen in place of the Quarreling can- 
didates for the kingship of Samoa. 


1 Ttero waa not the slightest reason toe 
calling upon labor to throw all other 
considerations aside and vote for Mr. 
Dobion. There was just one question 
to be passed upon by the votes of the 
people—who was the best man for 
mayor, Mr. Wilkinson or Mr. Dobeon? 


But Mr. Dobson did not go before the 


people and attempt to prove that he 
was the best fitted for the office, that 
Mr. Wilkinson waa not as well fitted as 
he, that to elect Mr. Wilkinson would 
surely result In giving the city a "owet* 
standard of service than If Mr. Dobson 
were eelected. He went before the peo- 
ple to Influence their prejudices, to de- 
fame men who have done more for 
this city and for the people of this city 
than Mr. Dobson will ever do if ho 
lives to be several hundred years old. 
fie did not rise to the dignity of a 
large-sized man able to win the con- 
fidence of the people by prosecuting 
Ala campaign on high grounds. He got 
an the lowest grounds, the grounds of 
Che'carping critic whose gllbe tongu-j 
•ow» insinuation and mean attack* 
broadcast. And, above Ul, he pleaded 
with the workingmen to stand wildly 
by him and BO do their duty. 


This was the betrayal of labor. The 


right roan In Mr. Dobaon's place wo-ld 
fcftv* told labor that he did not ask for 
tlMtr vote* a* workingmen and men of 
ibt army of labor, but M citizens 4e- 


elding the question of the best man to 
direct the affairs of their city. He 
would have told them that the cam- 
paign was not to decide a question for 
or against labor and that, therefore, 
labor as a class should not take sides, 
but that every citizen should act Inde- 
pendently without regard to any ques- 
tion but the question of what was for 
the best intersi-e of the city. He would 
have shown labor the grave error of 
getting into politics when no labor Is- 
sue was at stake, and in doing so have 
proved true- to all the constitutions or- 
ganized labor ever penned and adoptedi 
He would have Implored labor to for- 
get that he was a labor worker and to 
look upon him only as an independent 
candidate, representing the so-called 
idependent party, for the mayoralty. 


But Mr. Dobson was not the right 


man. He was the candidate for office 
from the beginning- to end and the 
cause of labor was none too sacred for 
him to use in his race for office. Every- 
thing was grist for his- mill. Labor's 
ears were beseiged bj his appeal and 
outside labor leaders were influenced 
to come to help him beg for the tmited 
labor support. And, for what? To 
make him mayor! Not to fight a fight 
for labor! To range the workingmen 
of this city on the side of proven in- 
compentency for office, on the side of 
narrow criticism and foul Insinuation 
and by so doing to sacrifice for the 
workingmen the public confidence in 
them which is invaluable to them in 
their struggle for better conditions of 
living.

SKETCH OF FAMOUS 


EVANfiELISrs LIFE 


Dwight L Moody's Fame Has 


Extended Over Two 


Continents 


Dwight L. Moody, the fanwuK evan- 


gelist, who died at Northfleld yester- 
day, was in his sixty-third year, and it 
Is doubtiui u «!..> inner man of his time 
has so profoundly Influenced the Eng- 
lish-speaking world upon the moral side 
as he has done during the last 40 years. 
He has been the greatest of the revival- 
ists during that time and has had a suc- 
cess in winning-men's hearts in two con- 
tinents equalled probably by no other 
man. 
He began his career in Chicago 


when about 19 years of age, and from that 
time until a few weeks ago, when he be- 
came 111 at Kansas City, there had been 
practically no Interval in his activity. 
From teaching a class of ragged boya, 
whom he had found in the streets of Chi- 
cago, in 1SB6, he became the most famous 
evangelist of his time, and the head of a 
system of religious Instruction of great- 
est importance. 


He was born in Northfleld, Mass., Feb. 


6, 1837, his father being Edwin Moody 
and his mother Betsey Holten Moody. 
His father died suddenly in 1841, leaving 
hia widow with a little mortgaged farm 
and nine children on her hands. She 
struggled bravely with the fortune 
Providence had bestowed upon her, and 
her work was hard and incessant. She 
found time, however, to instill into her 
children's minds those principles that 
work for good, and they grew up under 
her care to be useful members of society. 


When Dwight L. was 17 years of age he 


left Northfield with his mother's per- 
mission to seek employment in Boston. 
He went to his Uncle Samuel Holten, a 
shoe merchant, and was finally put to 
work, with some reluctance, on condi- 
tion that the lad should be governed by 
his uncle's advice and should regularly 
attend the services and Sunday school of 
the 
Mount Vernon Congregational 


ChurcS, and it was there that Mr. Moody 
was converted. 


Mr. Moody first became known to the 


world at large when early in the seven- 
ties he went to Great Britain with Ira 
D. Sankey, the singer. Mr. Moody's 
plain, straightforward talk and the sil- 
ver tongue of Mr. Sankey attracted the 
attention of thousands who had never 
before thought of higher things, and the 
meetings held by the two evangelists 
were tne subject of extensive newspaper 
reports and editorial comment. Their 
work across the water ceased in 1S74, 
and they returned to this country and 
began a campaign of evangelical work 
in America. But long before Mr. 
Moody's first visit to Great Britain ha 
had accomplished a great work. 


In 1879, al Mr, Moody, with a friend 


from New York, was driving through 
the hills of Worthfield, the sight of a 
mother and hlTr two daughters sitting in 
a doorway braiding straw hats im- 
pressed Mr. Moody to the extent that in 
the fall a school was started in Mr. 
Moody's home, with these two girls and 
one other as pupils and Mrs. Moody and 
a niece as instructors. Later on, the 
school plans developed and Northfleld 
seminary was opined, with 25 pupils ;md 
two teachers. There has been a steady, 
gradual growth and the institution now 
comprises five brick dormitories, three 
wooden ones, a stone recitation hall, a 
stone library and a brick gymnasium. 
There are now about 350 students. The 
aim of this school always has been to 
give a poor girl a good education. 


In 1881 Mr. Moody started the institute 


for boys. Two farms on the banks of 
the Connecticut river, about four i jiles 
from Mr. Moody's home, were purchased 
and in May the first boy arrived. The 
school has grown steadily from the very 
outset, and today has about 450 students. 
The property covers about 1000 acres of 
land, on which there are seven brick 
dormitories, three wood dormitories, two 
brick recitation halls and a stone chapel. 
The courses of study at both'schools are 
the same as any college preparatory 
school. 


Mr. Moody is survived bya widow, two 


sons and a daughter. The latter 's now 
Mrs. 
Emma Fitt of Northfield. The 


eldesg son, William R. Moody, was grad- 
uated at Yale in 1891, and became busi- 
ness manager of the Mt. Hermon school 
for boys. The younger, Paul, la still »t 
school.

LIBRARY REPORT FOR YEAR 


3om$ Interesting Facts and Figures. 


One Legacy Received 


The public library trustees and the 


librarian have completed their annual 
reportg, which have been submitted 
to the mayor. The statistics in, the re- 
ports are of Interest to the patrona of 
the library. 


The report of the trustees calfe at- 


tention to the work accomplished with 
the extra $1000 which was added to the 
appropriation last year, moat of the 
amount going for new booka The li- 
brary has also received a legacy from 
Mrs. Ann Eliza Babbitt, two thirds of 
which has been put into a savings insti- 
tution until the whole is paid, which 
will probably be nest year. Mention is 
made of the memorial tablet put in the 
library and the efforts to make the li- 
brary an educational force in the* com- 
munity. Miss Temple has been engaged 
during the year, and Miss Dunton de- 
clined the position of assistant librar- 
ian at the same salary that she had 
received as librarian. Of Miss Dunton 
the trustees say, "She has done good 
work for the community for many 
years, putting a rare amount of en- 
thusiasm into all she did." 


The estimate for next years' approp- 


riation is $6000, of which $1150 is esti- 
mated for books, and the rest for run- 
ning expenses. An earnest request is 
mada for an appropriation of 
this 


amount, as if it is cut down the loss 
will come in the buying of new books. 
Of this year's appropriation there was 
a balance left of $531. 


Under statistics of the use of the li- 


brary, the total circulation during the 
year has been 66,549, an increase over 
last year of 6,549. The circulation by 
departments has been as follows: Fic- 
tion, 36,348; juvenile fiction, 14,822; clas- 
sified juvenile, 3699; art, science and 
literature, 4412; history, biography and 
travel, 25S4; periodicals, 2863; French 
books, 1671. The library has been open 
309 days, and the- average circulation 
of booka a day has been 215. The larg- 
est number loaned in one day was 429 
and the smallest 49. There were BSS 
notices sent out of books overdue. 


There are 15,619 books in the library, 


848 more than last year; 1135 new books 
were bought, but 275 were to replace 
wurn out volumes. Of the new books 
500 were fiction. 


Attention is called to the increased 


use of the reading: room, and especially 
on Sunday afternoons when it is open. 
The largest number who used the read- 
ing room on any one Sunday was the 
last one in November, when 137 were 
present. 
The smallest attendance on 


Sunday wa9 in August, when only 19 
were present

rLAWTON'S FOHEBODING. 


Sure He Would Hot Come Bswsk 
Alive From tbe Philippine*. 


The announcement the other day 


of the death of General Lawton was 
a sharp and distinct shock to every 
one, and the news was received with 
profound sorrow everywhere. General 
Lawton was popular in Washington, 
as everywnere he was known. 
He 


was generally considered in army cir- 
cles as the best fighter in the Philip- 
pines, says the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. His fearless manner of put- 
ting his tall, spare frame where his 
men could see that be was with them 
and would not ask more of them than 
he did himself, made brave men ad- 
mire him. This habit of courting the 
enemy's fire he maintained even when 
he told his men to lie down. There is 
no question that his future In the army 
after the final stamping out of the in- 
surrection would have been a brilliant 
one. Yet it is said that General Law- 
ton was quite apprehensive as to his 
health. 


He felt sure that he had consumption 


and had not many years of life before 
him. 
A gentleman who knew him 


•well relates that in a conversation they 
had not long before the general went 
to the Philippines the latter said: "I 
am not sure I shall come back alive. 
It looks as If I was to die of consump- 
tion^or be shot, and I believe 1 would 
rather be shot" 


Remembering 
this 
remark, 
his 


friends think General Lawton's gloomy 
view of his health had something to do 
with his almost reckless exposure un- 
der fire. Yet old regulars who were 
with him on the raids after the 
Apaches 15 years ago, before disease 
In any form had put its touch on him, 
said he was just as seemingly reckless 
then.

FRESH MEAT FOR MANILA. . 


It Will Be Transported From Au»> 


tra.Ua For the American Army. 
The secretary of the navy and naval 


authorities in the Philippines are en- 
gaged on plans which will furnish the 
army and navy in that quarter with' 
fresh meat as a daily ration, says a 
Washington dispatch to the St. Lonla 
Globe-Democrat. Three of the navy; 
ships have been established as a line 
to transport beef and mutton between 
Manila and Brisbane, Australia. These 
ships are the Cnlgoa, the Celtic and the 
Glacier. 
The first two, designed for 


store ships, have had increased refrig- 
erator facilities added so as to special- 
ly fit them for their new duty. The 
Glacier has always been a refrigerator 
ship, so It required no alterations. 


The Celtic left Manila the last week 


of October. It was to be followed by 
the Culgoa, which in the meantime had 
gone to Hongkong for repairs to Its en- 
gines. The latter ship In turn will be 
followed by the Glacier. In this work 
they will make trips on a ten day, 
apart schedule. 
The issue of fresh 


meat daily Is felt to be an Important 
factor In keeping up the strength of 
the troops in service In that unbealth- 
ful country who are subjected to so 
much exposure. 


It has been found that the meat thus 


bought can be carried to the north line 
at Angeles and reach there In a frozen 
condition. 
The Australian beef and 


muttcn bought are of prime quality 
and can be laid down in Manila by this 
method at a lower price than they can 
if bought from San Francisco, as the 
distance Is shorter.

Letters from South Africa still tell 


the stories of the battles of Glencoe 
and Elaudslaagte. A general account 
of these engagements you have already 
had, but there are many details and In- 
cidents which make good reading, says 
the London correspondent of the New 
York Sun. 


A private in the King's Royal rifles 


In a letter to his parents describes his 
feelings under fire as he went with his 
regiment up the now famous hill of 
Talana: "I can tell you it was a very 
funny sensation Indeed, standing there 
with shot and shell flying all over you, 
but we got the order to advance, and 
then the worst time came, for we were 
within rijje range then, and there was 
about 700 yards of open ground to 
cross with absolutely no cover At all, 
and the bullets did fly around. I felt 
rather frightened at first, but^ It soon 
wore off, and then I felt very dtesperate 
and did not care much what happened, 
and that was what most of us thought 
when we compared notes after." 


The correspondent of the London 


Morning Post gives the following ac- 
count of bis feelings when under fire 
for the first time at Elandslaagte. He 
was under cover with some troops, 
waiting for the advance, and says: 
"This was my first experience of rifle 
fire, as It was the whole force's first 
experience of modern shell fire. I 
found that my strongest instinct was 
curiosity. If a shell fell near me, I 
always went to the spot to see what it 
bad done. 
When the rifle fire was 


heavy, I found it almost impossible to 
keep cover. I felt that I must, simply 
must, lift up my head and see what 
was going on. All the same I had 
rather been under such shell Sre as the 


1 Boers put into us than under their rifle 
fire. The swift whistle of the passing 


I bullet is not a pleasant sound. Its fu- 
i rlous 'phphtf as It falls into the 
| ground is rather quaint. What I dis- 
like most of all is the ricochet. The 
bullet that ricochets comes for you all 
ends up with a grim, uncivil "bzzz' that 
is distinctly annoying. 
Perhaps my 


sentiment in this matter has been 
strengthened by observation of the 
clean wounds made by the Mauser bul- 
let in full flight and the nasty holes 
that result from the contact of the rico- 
chetting bullet with the human body." 


The following incidents of the storm- 


Ing of Talana hill are told by the same 
correspondent: "It was a sight never 
to be forgotten to see what the British 
soldier could stand. One of the 'Dubs,' 
shot through the left leg and both 
arms, shivering with cold and soaked 
by rain, being helped slowly down the 
hill, jocularly asked bis two comrades 
not to let him go, as having no arms to 
protect himself he was sure to fall on 
his face and spoil his beauty. Imme- 
diately after the hill was taken many 
Boer ponies were captured, many of 
them with all equipment and even 
Mausers strapped on to the saddles, 
and it was a comical sight to see 'Tom- 
my' careering round on Boer mounts 
over ground which even the Boer 
would have picked his way carefully. 


"There Is no doubt our shell fire must 


have disconcerted the Boers. An offi- 
cer of the 'Dubs' placed his helmet on 
his sword and placed it above the stone 
wall. It was immediately pierced by 
six bullets. Contrast this shooting with 
the double across the open to the home- 
stead below Talana hill, when only 
four men dropped. 


"One of the King's rifles was In the 


act of picking off a Boer. He had just 
pressed the trigger when a Boer pop- 
ped his head up directly in front, with 
the resist he got the bullet through his 
head. 'It was quite an accident, sir. 
You see, I was aiming at the other 
man,' said the King's rifles man as he 
showed me the corpse." 


Here are a few stories of the battle 


of Elandslaagte told by the corre- 
spondents of the London Post and 
Standard: "In the few minutes at my 
disposal I may relate bow one Imperial 
Light horse man was absolutely para- 
lyzed with fear. 'Come on. Don't be 
a coward,' said Major Sampson. The 
man tried. His heart and will were 
good enough, but he failed physically. 
Soon afterward Sampson saw him 
rushing to the front with all his might, 
blood pouring from a wound on his 
face. 'Where are the Boers? he cried. 
'Let me get at them!' Another Light 
horse man did not know be was wound- 
ed (In the abdomen) until the next day. 
He thought that the slight pain he suf- 
fered was due to drinking beer on an 
empty stomach after the fight was 
over. 


i "One Dutchman was found moaning 
and crying under a thorn bush. 'I'm 
dead! I'm dead!' be cried. 'It's that 
dreadful lyddite!' He was told that no 
lyddite bad been used in the battle. 'I 
know It was,' be said, 'because I read 
It in The Standard and Diggers' News.' 
A quaint reason. He was examined 
and punched all over and found to be 
not so much as scratched. 'I know,' he 
said; 'but I'm dead. I'll die soon. The 
Standard and Diggers' says that lyd- 
dite kills you without hurting you.' It 
Is a singular fact, by the way, that of 
the wounded and prisoners the vast 
majority spoke English for choice. 


"One fine incident must be told. 


When Mr. Pearw was looking after a 
wounded man and asking what he 
could do for him, the man said, 'Get 
under cover, sir, or they'll kill you.' A 
Gordon pri?aU told me be did not 
'mind bis wound, but he wished that It 
had come tour minute* later. so that 
he might have seen the job through. 
By the way, Captain Travers of the 
Devons was grazed on the knuckle by 
a bullet at the same moment ae anoth- 
er smashed his water bottle. 


"The Gordons had reached the brow 


of the kopje, and the Imperial light 
horse were a little ahead of them. 
Te're gluttons for the fighting,' said 
a Gordon, tmt ye're got yer bellyful 
the day.' Ttfon,' said another, there'! 
nae doot that this is yer Dargal.' The

as proud of it, by the way, as the Gor- 
dons who were there. 


"When the 'cease fire' sounded, the 


Gordons were standing In far too close 
a line—a splendid target, of which the 
enemy did not fall to take advantage. ] 
For some unexplained reason some one 
used the wojsj 'retire' In the hearing of 
a bugler. I have since discovered that 
the retire was sounded by a Boer with 
a bugle near the Gordons, close enough 
to cause the regiment to think the or- 
der was meant for them. The same 
trick was tried on the Dubllns at Ta- 
lana without success. 'Retire be ad- 
jective,' he said—or didn't say—and 
promptly sounded the advance. In they 
went, the Light horse on their right, 
cursing for all they were worth, curses 
not loud, but deep. Man fell behind 
man, 
but the line never wavered nor 


broke till the bayonets got among the 
Boers. As one man prodded a Boer 
he remarked in a broad Scotch accent: 
'I remember Majuba. 
You'll remem- 


ber Elandslaagte.' I don't think the 
victim's memory of Elandslaagte was 
very prolonged. 'Yon's for Jock,' said 
another, with a throat, adding, with 
a second thrust, 'And yon's for my- 
sel." 


"The Boers could not stand up to 


cold steel. 
They knelt and held up 


their hands and cried mercy. Mercy 
they got; but in some instances they 
returned treachery and got justice. 
Trooper White of 0 company, Imperial 
Light horse, was running beside Cap- 
tain Mulllns and a couple of troopers 
when three Boers held up their hands. 
'Don't fire,' said Captain Mullins. A 
fourth Boer, standing close to the 
three, then aimed at Captain Mullins, 
but hit Trooper White, inflicting a 
wound from which he has since died. 
Then he shot Captain Mullins through 
the shoulder. The others picked up 
their rifles and attempted to get in 
their shots before the reward of their 
treachery could be inflicted. But they 
failed. A Manchester soldier told me 
that an old Boer prayed for quarter 
to his pal. The pal gave it, withdraw- 
ing his bayonet; but after he had 
passed on the old Boer put a bullet 
through his head. There was a piece 
of cold steel In the old Boer's ribs be- 
fore very long." 


Of Scott Chisholm, the colonel of 


the Imperial Light horse, the London 
Standard's correspondent writes: "No 
death has been more severely felt than 
the colonel's. He. was a goo i man and 
a good soldier, brave to the point of 
recklessness, a wonderful, inspiring 
leader and, as I judged from about 
a month's knowledge of him, single 
minded, fervent In all his work, pas- 
sionately In earnest. His regiment al- 
most worshiped him. During the 
fight he only took cover once or twice, 
going from troop to troop praising and 
encouraging the men In words that 
were always well chosen, for no man 
could phrase his blame or praise more 
aptly. 
At the last ridge he stopped 


to tie up the leg of a-wounded trooper 
and was shot himself in the leg. Two 
of the men went to his assistance, but 
he waved them off,'telling them to go 
on with their fighting and to leave him 
alone. Then he was shot in one of the 
lungs, and the men went to his help, 
but while they were trying to get him 
to cover a bullet lodged in his head 
and killed him. The last words he 
was heard to say were, 'My fellows 
are doing well.' His fellows will al- 
ways remember that. 


"The last time I saw him was at the 


outspan before the battle began. He 
came to a group of us and gave one or 
two orders in such pleasant words that 
one knew that to obey him must in it- 
self be a real delight^ Then he sat 
down and gossiped with us, first about 
his luck in the morning, when a shell 
that hit the ground between his horse's 
feet had failed to burst, and afterward 
about luck in general. He advised the 
officers to tell their men to sleep while 
they could, and then he said, 'Now I'll 
go and get half an hour's sleep myself.' 
But at that moment an aid-de-camp 
came, saying that General French 
wanted to see him. When the colonel 
returned, it was to order his regiment 
to saddle up and prepare to mount. In 
half an hour he was leading the attack 
on the first kopje. 
Experienced offi- 


cers have told me that they never 
knew the sentiment of attachment be- 
tween a commanding officer and his 
force establish Itself so quickly. I be- 
lieve that not a man hi the Light horse 
cared where he went or what happen- 
ed so long as lie took it out of at least 
one Boer for Scott Chlsholm's death. 
They had no bayonets, but they went 
in with clubbed carbines or prodded 
,Wlth the muzzle end." 


Letters from soldiers at the front are 


also coming In now. Corporal Rupert 
Wlckham writes afb^r the battle of 
Elandslaagte: "Here I am In hospital 
at Pletermaritzburg and am sending 
you my coat. You will see I have five 
bullets In my clothes and small splin- 
ters, but have come out with only 
three wounds, barring scratches. So I 
came off well, especially as one of the 
shots went through my left breast 
pocket and glanced off a small stud, 
and so did not 'spiffllcate' my heart. 
* * » All the hospitals are full—two 
churches, theater and some barrack 
bungalows. Excuse bad writing, as I 
am 'a bit' off strength." 


"Only three wounds, barring scratch- 


es," yet "he came off well!" One won- 
ders what would have been enough to 
make him grumble.

SIGNALS FROM THE GRAVE. 


French Inventor'* Apparatus to Pro. 


Tent Mve Burials. 


Two Frenchmen v.'ho arrived iu thfe 


United States recently with what they 
call a life saving apparatus designed 
to counteract the unhappy results of 
premature burial gave an exhibition 
of the device the other night at a meet- 
ing at the Academy of Medicine in 
New York. The life saving apparatus 
Is the invention of Count Michel de 
Karnice Karnicki of Russia, and the 
device has been named "Le Karnice," 
says the New i'ork Sun. Its inventor 
is represented by M. Emile Camis, who 
conducted the exhibition with the aid 
of an assistant. 


A coffin was laid on the platform 


with its interior visible. Over this 
was a platform representing the sur- 
face of the earth. The life saving ap- 
paratus consists of a tube four Inches 
in diameter, which extends down to 
the coffin and fits into a hole in the 
lid over the breast of the person inside. 
Attached to the upper end of the tube 
is a metal box, which is visible above 
the grave. In the bos is a bell, and 
fixed to the lid is a rod, on the end of 
which is a brass ball. Through the 
tube leading to the cofHn a small rod 
Is run with a ball on the end placed 
Just above the breast of the supposed 
corpse. The person who has been pre- 
maturely buried, it was explained by 
the count's representative, would, upon 
coming to in the grave, simply have 
to put his hand up and either push up 
or pull down the ball above his breast 
This would set the bell above ringing 
for half an hour. 


The apparatus also Includes a lamp, 


which is to be kept burning at night, 
and the light of which, when the bell 
Is rung, shines down the tube and dis- 
pels some of the darkness in the in- 
terior of the coffin. A proposed addi- 
tion is a connection with a central tele- 
phone office and a bell to ring there 
when the buried man pushes the knob. 
The inventor has also provided a rock- 
et to be set off by the machine if de- 
sired to attract general attention to 
the grave.

NEW SKIN DISEASE CURE. 


Danish Phy«teian'» Experiments Have 


Attracted Wide Attention. 


The state department at Washing- 


ton has received from Mr. Swenson, 
the United States minister at Copen- 
hagen, a copy of a letter concerning 
the discoveries of Dr. Finsen in the 
treatment of certain diseases by means 
of concentrated light rays, says the 
New York Sun. This letter was writ- 
ten in answer to inqu'ries from a cele- 
brated physician in the United States. 
The minister says that these discov- 
eries have excited great interest among 
physicians and scientists everywhere. 
More than 350 cases of Lupus vulgaris 
have been treated with satisfactory re- 
sults. A large number of other cases 
of disease of the skin have been treat- 
ed experimentally, among them ery- 
sipelas and Alopecia areata. Scarlet 
fever is being experimented with. 


Mr. Swenson says that Dr. Finsen 


Informed him that the light treatment 
as perfected is so effective that there 
is every reason to believe that every 
case of Lupus vulgaris can be cured by 
means of it. Dr. Finsen has also been 
successful in treating smallpox by 
means of red light. Both sunlight and 
electric light may be used, be says, for 
medical purposes. Owing to the north-' 
ern latitude cf Denmark electric light 
is used in preference to sunlight in Dr. 
Finsen's institution. A powerful arc 
light is reaped. 


Dr. Finsen is now experimenting 


with photochemical baths to ascertain 
how far light is instrumental in sup- 
plying the skin with blood. He holds 
that the red color of the exposed parta 
of the skin is caused principally by 
light, while heat seems to hinder it 
and cold to further it.

The following extracts from a letter 


Commander Booth-Tucker has receiv- 
ed from one of the leading Salvation 
Army officers in India show that a 
great famine exists there and that 
thousands are likely to perish from 
starvation this winter, says the Boston 
Herald; 


The cause of this suffering is the to. 


tal failure of the monsoons. India is 
not, like America and European conn- 
tries, favored with rain, more or less, 
all the year round. It has one rainy 
season, lasting three months. If the 
rains are scanty, scarcity is the resnlt; 
if plentiful, two abundant harvests, 
and, If a total failure, famine. 


For the past 1,00 years there has not 


been such a total failure of rain as has 
befallen western and central India this 
year. The outlook is a terribly gloomy 
one. It Is impossible to describe to 
what extent everything is affected or 
to depict the awful distress and want 
that prevail. In this country, to the 
most prosperous seasons, most of the 
lower classes live a from hand to 
month existence. 
Work for today 


means food for today or pay for yester- 
day's food. Barely if ever does work 
today mean food for tomorrow. 


Our people are simple villagers, hand 


loom weavers, occasionally working in 
the fields to eke out their scanty earn- 
ings. Failure of the rains has cat off 
from them their every resource. The 
custom is that the cloth merchant, or 
borah, supplies the cotton, the weaver 
receiving a stated sum for converting 
it Into cloth. Now the borahs find it so 
hard to dispose of old stock that the 
idea of making new is entirely aban- 
doned, and, supply of cotton being 
stopped, the breadwinning looms are 
silent in the houses of hungry people. 


The high caste cultivators, whose 


wealth chiefly consists of large herds 
of cattle, are suffering fearfully. Thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of their 
beautiful cattle have perished or are 
perishing of hunger. If one-third of the 
cattle, of Gujarat be spared, it will be 
more than seems possible at present. 
And what is to be done when plowing 
time comes and no cattle are forthcom- 
ing to do the work or when fabulous 
prices will be asked for good animals 
because of the scarcity? 


In the cities the cotton mills are on 


slack time. Everywhere, every one 
and everything is affected more or less. 
In and around Ahmedabad it is cstl 
mated that 30,pOO people have congre- 
gavcd, having conle in from the outly- 
ing districts. Hundreds have died of 
famine, fever and exposure. 
Littls 


babes have been born In the open air, 
the mothers, with their few hours' old 
offspring, beggtag a little food from 
the passersby, many for themselves 
and perhaps for one or two other little 
toddlers. Babes and mothers have died 
in these awful circumstances. 


Nineteen thousand Salvationists look 


to ns for help. "We are yours," they 
say. "In times of prosperity we share 
with you. Help us now." Three thou- 
sand five hundred little children in onr 
240 day schools hold out their little 
hands to us. We see them get thinner 
and thinner and note their apathetic 
listlessness and inability to learn to re- 
member. The little mites themselves 
plead with us to take them home with 
us. Little homeless waifs pass us in 
the streets or follow us, begging us to 
receive them. Some have been left be- 
hind in the rush of friends or relatives 
to some distant place. 


Babies are thrown at tfce feet of our 


officers or offered for a simple meal. 
Cattle drop dead in the carts., Women 
are murdered for their Jewelry and 
men for their grata or money. Poor 
old men and women are turned out to 
beg for themselves or die wandering 
from place to place. 


We have opened 20 cheap grain- 


shops. Thjs is a form of help espe- 
cially valued by our soldiers. 
Grain 


Is more than double the ordinary 
prices. To people who have no work 
this is hard indeed. 
We sell them 


grain at 25 per cent loss to ourselves. 
Every week thousands are turned 
away from our grainshops because 
our stock Is not sufficient to supply 
all. We want to open a number more 
grainshops and increase our capital at 
once. 


To the little children who attend our 


day school we are anxious to give a 
little grain weekly to keep them alive. 
In Ajmere, where we have a weekly 
distribution of free grain, so great was 
the crowd that the aid of the police 
had to be called In to keep order and 
prevent physical Injury by the people 
trampling on one another in the mad 
struggle for the coveted help. The po- 
lice estimated that at least 7,000 per- 
sons were gathered together, and we 
only had funds sufficient to give 200 of 
them a little each. 


What the people need most of all is 


work. We are giving them some, as 
far as means will allow, but with 19.- 
000 to care for, to say nothing of the 
millions for whom we are not so di- 
rectly responsible, a large capital Is 
needed. 
We shall go on doing our 


utmost, and God's stewards, we be- 
lieve and have faith, will rally to our 
help. But dally they are dying, fad- 
Ing, 
going under in the grim struggle. 


Therefore what thon doest, do quickly.

TAGAL WAR DEVICE. 


Pita Filled 'With Sharp Stakes Due 


to Entrap American Soldiers. 


In hospital reports which reached the 


war department at Washington the 
other day from Manila is chronicled 
the first casualty due to falling into a 
Tagal pitfall which contained the hor- 
rible device of bamboo posts set firmly 
In the hole and sharpened at the top 
for the purpose of impaling the un- 
wary. The American troops have fre- 
quently found such traps on the line 
of march, and especially to front of in- 
surgent trenches, but instances bare 
been extremely rare In which the bam- 
boo stakes were discovered, says the 
New York Tribune. 
Ordinarily the 


traps have been simply deep holes in 
the jungle, covered with long grass, 
and, although soldiers have frequently 
fallen into them, no serious injury has 
resulted.

I, Nineteenth infantry, were engaged 
in a reconnolasance and chasing a 
small band of Tagals from some 
trenches, Private Peter Karl plunged 
into such a pit, with its sharpened 
bamboos, and had his leg and foot se- 
verely lacerated, which put him out of 
service. Fortunately he did not tum- 
ble headlong into the trap, for if he 
had, in the opinion of the surgical offi- 
cers, his wounds must certainly have 
been fatal

legs, with the side of his foot, and one 
of the witnesses, Mrs. Stranger, while 
standing on. the stalra above the rooms 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Winterhal- 
der, had heard 
Mrs. Winterhalder 


charge her husband with pulling1 her 
from the bed by the hair of her head, 
shortly before she gave birth to the 
child.

Jury's Disagreement Greeted With a 


Smile. Second Attempt to 


Agree Failed 


Archie Mull was decidedly Jovial yes- 


terday when he was brought into court 
in Troy to hear the verdict of the jury 
which had heard hia trial for murder. 
The current rumors of a disagreement 
had made him even happier than he 
baa seemed since hia arrest, and 
throughout he has been remarkably 
happy for a man under such a charge. 
Mrs. Mull and the prisoner's brothers 
were on hand. The Jury was brought 
In, and in response to the court's ques- 
tion whether or not the Jurors had 
reached an agreement, the foreman, 
George P. Markham. of Hoosick Palls, 
lay nreacher and merchant, replied: 
"No sir; we have not." 


The court said that it was very de- 


sirable that a.i agreement be reached 
In the case; that after a large expendi- 
ture of time and money the case had 
been given to the Jury. The court could 
not see how the case could have been 
better presented by the prosecution or 
better defended by the> defense. 
He 


called the attention of the Jurors to the 
trouble and care in selecting the Jury, 
and remarked that he did not know 
how twelve men could b% more honest 
than they. He said, however, that an 
agreement ought to ba reached in this 
case. 


The foreman of the; Jury then spoke 


as follows: 


"Your honor, I told you last eve- 


ning that this is new business! to me. I 
had supposed you would have asked me 
some questions about the matter. We 
have considered thisi matter carefully, 
and with these very facts in view that 
you have spoken of, and we have been 
unable to agree. Now, if your honor 
desires, or if it is the proper thing to 
do, I can tell you the way the ballot 
stands." 


The court said he would not ask this, 


and Mr. Markham continued: 


"I have questioned, as foreman, of 


the Jury, each of the individualsi com- 
posing the Jury, and each, one of them 
has announced his conviction that it 
will be impossible for us to agree. That 
is the conviction) as obtained by per- 
sonally questioning on my part each 
individual composing the Jury. 


The court then said he would ask the 


Jury to retire again, and if they re- 
turned and said the same thing he 
would discharge the Jury. 


Mr. Fursman took an exception to 


that part of the court's remarks in, 
which he said an agreement "ought to 
be reached." 


The Jury retired again sh'ortly before 


10 o'clock. 


When the Jury filed In for the last 


time there was intense interest, the 
prisoner alone remaining seemingly un- 
moved. He smiled at the statement of 
the foreman that no agreement had 
b?en reached and when, the Judge dis- 
charged the Jurors, 


Foreman Markham stated to report- 


ers that 11 ballots had, been taken, and 
each time the vote stood 11 for convic- 
tion of murder in the flrst degree and 
one for "not guilty." He said the one 
Juror, without reason or argument, was 
determined to; maintain, his position, 
and that an agreement was impossible. 
There was no discussion about finding 
the accused guilty of a lesser degree.
